y^lVE  days  developing,  the  Red  Chinese 
JH  attack  on  the  United  Nations  force 
in  Korea  became  clearly  ide  ntifiable  as 
the  week  ended  as  a major  battle  to  which 
the  enemy  has  committed  very  large  num- 
bers of  troops.  Reports  from  the  field  indi- 
cated that  this  is  no  mere  attempt  to  push 
tin*  Allies  south  of  the  38th  Parallel  or 
merely  to  capture  Seoul,  now  under  bom- 
bardment for  the  fifth  consecutive  time. 
It  has  all  the  markings  of  an  outright  at- 
tempt to  push  the  defenders  back  to  Pusan 
and  out  of  Korea.  Whether  that  turns  out  to 
b'*  the  real  Chinese  aim  or  not,  the  Red 
attack  is  a clear-cut  answer  to  latent  peace 
overtures  launched  at  Lake  Success  this 
month.  It  is  to  be  war  and  not  peace,  as 
Chinese  Communists  see  it. 

The  repeated  story  of  a retreat,  however 


reading.' Time  after  time  United  Nations 
units  have  been  ordered  back  from  their 
positions  with  luirdly  more  than  a scouting 
contact  with  the  enemy.  Highlighted 
against  this  surrender  of  ground  won  at 
considerable  cost  only  a few  weeks  ago  has 
been  the  deathless  example  or  the  Royal 
Gloucestershire  Regiment  which,  in  rear- 
guard action  and  outrnanned  10  to  1,  fought 
on  without  yielding  until  it  was  literally 
decimated.

All 
of  which  removes  the  fighting  from  the 
character  of  political  manoeuvring  and 
points  up  its  stern  significance  as  a savage 
war.  Whatever  the  fortunes  of  tomorrow  the 
Chinese  Communists  once  again  hold  the 
Initiative,  and  this  is  grimly  serious  business 
for  the  Western  nations.

J are  not  calculated  to  smooth  the 
rather  disturbed  path  of  British* 
American  relations.  All  through  his  narra- 
tive there  is  a constant  disparagement  of 
Field  Marshal  Montgomery  that  the  people 
of  the  United  Kingdom  arc  bound  to  re- 
ceive with  ill  grace,  especially  when  they 
read  of  British  and  Commonwealth  troops 
doing  the  rearguard  fighting  in  the  current 
American-commanded  United  Nations  re- 
treat. 

Gcneruls,  one  fears,  should  not  write 
memoirs,  even  when  they  are  certain  to 
become  best-sellers,  unless  they  can  match 
with  discreet  words  the  actions  and  per- 
sonalities they  describe.  No  good  comes  of 
calling  names,  such  as  the  “pious  teetotal  ’ 
label  that  General  Bradley  pins  on  Mont- 
gomery. albeit  this  attribute  did  not  pre- 
vent the  later  from  being  the  most  suc- 
cessful single  commander  on  the  Western 


front.  Montgomery  has  come  in  for  so  much 
abuse  at  the  hands  of  his  .former  American 
colleagues  since  the  war  ended  that  one 
is  impelled  to  reflect  on  the  evils  of  jealousy. 

Generals,  too.  are  apt  to  reveal  more 
of  themselves  than  they  think  when  they 
take  pen  in  hand.  What  is  one  to  make  of 
a field  commander  who  tells  his  superior. 
General  Eisenhower,  that  if  Montgomery 
is  to  hold  command  over  him  he.  Bradley, 
wants  to  be  sent  home?  One  wonders  what 
Bradley  himself  would  have  said  if  one  of 
his  eorjx>rals  had  t ome  to  him  and  asked  to 
be  sent  home  because  hr  did  not  like  the 
lieutenant  under  whom  he  served. 

Incidentally,  it  is  on  record  elsewhere 
that  Montgomery  offered  to  serve  under 
Bradley  if  need  be,  so  that  a .single  ground 
commander  could  finish  the  European  cam- 
paign.

| ON  DON  -The  Ire&h-mrat  shortage 
JL  here  has  been  so  great  lately  that 
people  have  Just  given  up  talking 
about  It.  All  sorts  of  off-ratlon  sub- 
stitutes have  been  bought  up  by  all 
clar  a*  of  the  communtty. 

Borne  have  been  eating  Zebu.  Hie 
familiar  humix'd  ox  of  the  rut.  which 
has  been  coming  in  small  quantities 
from  India  and  Australia 
Canada  has  been  sending  badger 
meat  which  sells  at  about  three  shill- 
ings a pound.  Badger  chops  taste 
something  like  tender  pork.  There 
are  not  very  many  badgers  in  England 
but  they  are  hunted-  especially  In  the 
southern  and  western  counties,  like 
Dorset  and  Somerset.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  is  discouraging  the  slaugh- 
ter of  local  badgers,  however,  which 
are  very  useful  to  the  farmers  since 
they  keep  down  rats,  mice  and  other 
vermin.  Some  beaver  has  also  come 
from  Canada.  Till*  dish  has  been 
tried  In  the  dining-room  of  the  House 
of  Commons.  Members  say  beaver 
tastes  a little  like  rabbit. 

British  Somaliland  ha*  been  send- 
ing a good  many  camels,  which  are 
slaughtered  for  food  and  find  a ready 
sale.  Poultry  of  all  sorts  Is.  of  course, 
in  constant  demand  and  in  very  good 
supply  for  those  who  can  afford  to 
pay  the  prices.  English.  Irish  and 
Polish  turkeys  at  between  five  and  six 
Shilling*  a pound,  geese  and  chickens 
from  Poland.  France  and  Ireland  at 
about  the  same  price  are  to  be  found 
everywhere.  But  thrsc  are  uneco- 
nomical foods,  of  course,  and  working- 
class  families  find  It  difficult  to  pay 
20  or  25  shillings  for  a bird,  which  is 
consumed  at  one  meal. 

A serious  experiment  ls  now  being 
attempted  with  reindeer  meat.  Al- 
together about  $140,000  worlh  of  this 
meat  has  been  imported  from  Nor- 
way since  Christmas  and  sells  at  be- 
tween four  and  five  shillings  a pound 
off  the  ration.  This  price  is  not  as 
uneconomical  as  It  sounds  because 
the  meat  1*  sold  without  bone,  though 
even  so  it  Is  rather  expensive  for  a 
working-class  housewife  to  buy  In  any 
quantity.

deer meat,  both  at  home  and  in  res- 
taurants. and  cannot  say  that  it  makes 
a particularly  pleasant  dish.  It  is 
dry.  though  not  tough,  and  doe*  not 
have  much  flavor.  In  England  it  is 
either  served  smothered  with  onion* 
or  with  some  kind  of  sweet  jelly  It  is  a 
dark  meat  and.  beside*  bring  served 
cither  grilled  or  roasted,  ran  b«  slewed, 
though  in  every  case  some  strong 
flavoring  must  be  added  to  It  In  order 
to  make  up  for  If*  relative  T iCft Mftqt - 
ness. 

The  Government  has  given  permis- 
sion for  the  importation  into  Scot- 
land of  25  live  reindeer  to  determine 
whether  the  breed  can  be  successfully 
reared  in  the  Highlands,  and  the  Gov- 
ernment in  Whitehall  Ls  now  discuss- 
ing plans  with  the  Government  of 
Canada  to  turn  a large  part  of  the 
Ungava  arra  between  Labrador  and 
Hudson  Bay  Into  a big  breeding 
ground  for  reindeer  for  domestic  and 
export  purposes. 

It  is  doubtful  that  reindeer  meat  Is 
going  to  be  popular  In  England.  Ex- 
perts in  the  catering  trade  think  I*  Is 
going  to  go  the  way  of  whale  meat. 

Two  or  three  years  ago  a very  seri- 
ous attempt  was  made  to  persuade 
people  In  England  to  eat  whale,  but 
except  In  very  favorable  clrcum- 
stance*,  when  the  meat  was  from 
young ‘animals  and  was  carefully 
cooked  by  experts.  It  had  a fishy  taste 
Which  pul  people  off.  Large  quanti- 
ties or  whale  meat  brought  from  fhe 
Antarctic  by  the  Ministry  of  Fond  re- 
mained unsold  and  was  eventually 
turned  Into  moat  powder,  large!/ used 
as  a fertilizer.  When  all  Is  said  and 
done.  beef,  mutton  and  pork  have  sUll 
nothing  to  fear  from  competitors  tn 
butcher  shops,

Unfortunately  the  food  situation  In 
England,  apart  from  the  shortages  in 
meat.  Is  deteriorating  from  the  point 
of  view  of  cereals  and  vegetables,  too. 
The  worst  weather  In  memory  has 
wrecked  hope.*  of  a big  home  wheat 
crop,  with  the  result  that  more  wiU 
have  to  be  imported 

But  wheat  prices  in  America  are 
rising  because  the  United  Stales  Itself 
looks  like  haring  an  Indifferent  harv- 
est, and  Canada,  on  which  Britain 
relies  for  most  of  her  supply,  may  not 
be  able  to  export  as  much  wheat  as 
Britain  might  want. 

Bad  weather  has  also  Interfered 
with  the  British  potato  crop  and  every 
other  kind  of  vegetable— notably  tur- 
nips. beet  and  carrot*— will  be  In  very 
short  supply  owing  to  the  continu'd 
and  torrential  rains.

SEVERAL  Japanese  diplomats  vis- 
ited Europe  for  th*  first  time,  and 
wrote  a book  when  they  went  home. 

Translated  passages  from  It  reached 
Victoria  by  a devious  way  and  were 
printed  In  The  Dally  British  Colonist. 

“The  races  of  the  West  all  closely 
resemble  each  other.  They  all  clothe 
themselves  in  the  same  manner,  eat 
with  the  same  ceremonies,  etc.  They 
differ  little  In  the  darkness  of  their 
complexion  and  color  of  their  hair  . , . 

* "Their  sabres  are  much  inferior  to 
ours,  but  they  do  not  seem  to  attach 
much  Importance  to  them,  and  pre- 
fer fire  arms.  We  never  saw  sword 
or  spear  exercise;  to  make  up  for  thi* 
they  attach  a sort  of  sabre  to  the  end 
of  their  guns  and  use  It  where  we  use 
the  spear. 

•V  . . Ceremonies  are  almost  the 
same  for  persons  of  rank  a*  for  ordi- 
nary men.  They  lift  their  hat  and 
make  a slight  movement  of  the  head. 
Such  Is  the  salutation  for  everyone.  It 
would  appear  there  i*  but  little  respect 
for  distinction  of  clas*.  Thus.  In  our 
audiences  with  the  Emperor  of  France 
and  other  sovereign*.  Their  Majesties 
were  not  separated  from  us  by  any 
veil. 

“.  . . The  nobles  were  extremely  po- 
lite in  France;  even  tyo  much  so  some- 
times. especially  ai  dinner,  when  In 

order  to  please  them.  It  was  necessary 


to  eat  and  drink  more  than  was  agree- 
able. 

"Of  the  women,  some  are  very  hand- 
some . . . Their  noses  are  sometimes 
higher  than  those  of  the  men— they 
wa’k  like  men.  taking  long  step*;  look 
men  In  the  face,  and  laugh  a great 
deal,  sometimes  very  loud.  Ia  order 
to  make  themselves  look  taller  they 
make  their  bonnets  stick  above  their 
heads. 

"Even  the  modest  women  dance  a 
great  deal.  They  hook  on  to  the  arm* 
of  the  men;  and  there  are  days  when 
every  man  ha*  a woman  hanging  on 
to  hi*  arm  Are  they  their  own  wive*? 
Wc  think  so. 

"We  will  not  speak  of  their  costume; 
It  U impossible  to  understand  it  In 
the  evening*  it  Is  not  always  decent. 

"The  men  are  stiff,  and  a little 
proud  or  rough  However*  the  re- 
spectable as  well  as  the  lower  classes 
carry  no  arms.  A respectable  man  sel- 
dom carries  about  him  any  mark  of 
hi*  rank.  The  drew  of  the  men  ap- 
pear* . . . ridlculou*  or  curtailed  . . . 

"The  shopkeepers  are  haughty,  and 
saluted  Ua  only  In  a very  middling  de- 
gree. They  did  not  like  u*  to  derange 
the  articles  in  their  shops  much. 

"In  Pari*,  a*  in  London,  everyone 
walk*  very  fast,  as  with  u*  when  there 
is  a fire  Their  houses  are  so  high 
that  they  must  fall  on  the  first  earth- 
quake.’

Purpose  of  the  fund,  a*  de- 
ar r I bed  In  the  1MB  amendment 
to  the  British  Columbia  Legal 
Professions  Act  under  which  It  | 
was  set  up.  Is  to  reimburse  “In 
such  case*  and  to  such  extent 
In  each  raae.  as  they  (the  bench- 
ers) think  advisable  . . . pecunl- 
ary»lo.*se*  sustained  bv  any  per- 
son by  reason  of  misappropria- 
tion or  wrongful  conversion  by 
a member  of  the  society  of 
money  or  other  property  en- 
trusted to  or  received  by  him. . . 

The  section  provides,  however, 
that  no  reimbursement  will  be 
made  In  the  ease  of  offences 
committed  prior  to  enactment 
of  the  amendment.  It  thus  rules 
out  the  possibility  of  compensa- 
tion In  most  of  the  cases  In 
which  Walls  and  Gillies  have 
been  convicted  to  date. 

The  section  also  states  that 
no  more  than  $5,000  will  be  paid 
ont  “In  respect  of  the  subject 
matter  of  any  one  complaint."

Whom  we  will  call 
Mr.  Arthur  Levett,  aro-e  at  6 
a.m„  splashed  his  sleepy  eyes 
with  cold  water,  and  shivered 
into  Ida  clothe*.

Possibly 
the  self  lubricated  water  pump 
needs  additional  internal  lubrica- 
tion by  putting  some  emul-.lfying 
oil  Into  the  cooling  system  fol- 
lowing draining  off  anM-free-z* 
and  flushing.  This  oil  is  the 
best  type  of  rust  inhibitor,  too. 
Many  motorist*  forget  that  sal- 
soda  cleaning  solution*  are  not 
to  he  used  for  aluminum  head'. 
And  many  make  the  mistake  of 
putting  cold  water  Into  a hot  en 
line.  Radiator  work  Isn’t  any- 
thing tha9  can  be  done  in  a 
burry.  It  take*  time  to  heat  up 
the  engine  to  get  the  sediment 
in  the  radiator  and  block  well  into 
solution,  and  plenty  of  time  for 
•XKiUng  off  before  adding  water 
again.  Al*o  it  is  Important  to 
flush  the  radiator  separate  from 
the, block  and  to  reverse  flush 
separately  This  calls  for  dis*  on- 
nri-iing  the  radiator  hosing  after 
the  engine  1*  heated  op. 

NO  VIRTUE  IN  Dil  l TION 
Maybe  you  ilon  t care  if  the  oil 
in  the  engine  fc*  thinned  out.  but 
among  other  thing*  you  are  In 
siting  fresh  accumulation*  of 
carbon.
